THE IRISH PARTY. 


Ir. Parnell Re-Elected Leader 
at a Meeting Held This 
Morning. 


A Full Attendance at the Opening 
Session of the Commons. 


Queen Victoria’s Speech Read From the 
Throne by the Lord Chancellor.

LONDON, Nov. B.- Mr. Parnell informed 
several members of the National Liberal Club 
yesterday of his intention to resign. There 
was a private conference in the afternoon be- 
tween Mr. Parnell, Mr. Davitt and other Irish 
leaders, at which it is understo that the 
consensus of opinion was that the controversy 
over the divorce scandal would cause a split 
between the Liberals and Nationalists. Upon 
this decision being reached Mr. Parnell, it is 
said, resolved to resign in order to prevent 
his personality being a cause of danger to the 
prospects of Ireland. It is not expected that 
this outcome of the affair will satisty Irish 
public feeling, but it le considered by nearly 
all the Irish and Liberal leaders to be the best 
solution of the difficulty from a political point 
of view. 

PARNELL AND M’CARTHY, 

Mr. Parnell held a conference with Mr. 
Justin McCarthy this forenoon in one of the 
rooms of the Parilament building. During 
the conference Mr. Parnell handed to Mr. Mo- 
Carthy a bundle of papors containing mem- 
oranda for his guidance as sessional Chair- 
man of the Irish party. 

4 MEETING OF PARNELLITES. 

The meeting of the Parnellite members of 
the House of Commons prior to the reassem- 
bling of Parliament was held te-day. There 
was almost a complete attendance of the 
members on this side ot the Atlantic. Mr. 
Farsell, as ne entered, was received with re- 
peated cheers and many of the members 
darted forward to grasp his hand. He looked 
calra-and self possessed and called the meet- 
ing to order in his usual tone. He wae unan- 
mousiy re-elected Chairman and speeches 
were made by Mr. Sexton and others ex- 
pressing the complete confidence of the Irish 
party in their leader and urging him 
0 retain his place at the dead 
of the party in the House of Commons. 
Mr. Parnell .replied briefly without any 
direct allusion to the attacks upon him. He 
thanked the members for their 
continued congde nce and said that, 
in obedience to their will, and that 
of the Irish people, he would remain at their 
head and labor to the best of his, ability for 
the cause of Home Rule in Ireland. The an- 

ouncement was received with cheers. 
The Irish members will deeply resent any 
assaultupon Mr. Parnell in the House and 
answer it by aliusions to the legitimate 
children of the late King William IV. and 
other noted instances of English depravity 
in high places. The Speaker, it is under- 
stood, will take .stringeht measures to 
prevent allusions of a personal character. 


Reassembling of Pariiament. 

LONDON, Nov. 25.—Parliament reassembled 
to-day. The Queen’s speech opening the 
session was as follows: 

My Lords and Gentlemen: 

Ne change has taken place in the foreign'rela. 
tions during short the|periodwh ich{has'elapsed 
since the close of the preceding session. The 
securities of European peace appear to be 
undiminished, Ihave commenced negotia- 
tions with the King of Italy to determine the 
boundary which separates the territory under 
British influence in the Northeast of Africa 
from that belonging to the protected empire 
of Abyssiana. A treaty was signed on 
the 20th day of August giving for its 
object the ascertainment of the boundaries 
between the British territory in Central Africa 
and the Portuguese provinces of Angola, 
Gasea and Mozambique. It has, however, 
not received the ratification of the King of 
Portugal. Pending further negotiations a 
temporary arrangement has been made in 
regard to the most urgent questions con- 
cluded between thetwe countries which will 
be laid before you. 

**Negotiations have been commenced in re- 
spect of the Newfoundland Asheries ques- 
tions. Itrust that a settlement may be ar- 
riyed at which will be satisfactory to all 


parties. 
*Gentiemen of the House of Commons:

Queen of the Netherlands. 


THE HAGUE, Holland, Nov. 25.—Queen Re- 
gent Emma has issued a prociamation deciar- 
ing Princess Wilhelmina Queen of the Nether- 
lands. The Queen Resent says: ‘‘May her 
throne find the solid support, fidelity and 
devotion of her peoble. I acbept the regency 
during her minority, confiding in God and 
praying that my task shall be so fulfilied as to 
assure the welfare of the country and the 
consolidation of the kingdom.’’

Ghost Dancers Coming in at the 
Pine Ridge Agency. 


Loyal Indians Hxerting Their In- 
fluence on the Turbulent 
Element} 


Dispatches Keceived by Gen. Miles Indi- 
cating That the Messiah CrazejIs Subsid- 
ing and That Quiet Will Be Restored 
Boon—Army Officers Eilated—The R- 
ligious Frenzy Spreading te the Southern 
Tribes in the Indian Territery—Special 
Agent Cooper's Telegram—Ghost Dan- 
cing at Cheyenne Agency— Watching the 
British Indiaus—Geov. Thayer Not Ap- 
prehensive. 


OnIcaGo, III., Nov. 25.—Gen. Miles and his 
associates at army headquarters were highly 
elated this morning over receipt of a dispateh 
from Pine Ridge Agency announcing that a 
large number of Indians had come in, fully 
one-haif of whom have been among the ghost 
dancers. Their abandonment of the craze is 
duetothe influence and arguments of the 
loyal element among the redskins. This is 
regarded as highly encouraging and a general 
relief is expressed at headquarters that the 
flurry would soon subside and quiet be re- 
stored. Outside of this dispatch no informa- 
tion of Importance reached Gen. Miles this 
morning. 

CuIcaGco, III., Nov. 25.—Gen. Miles received 
yesterday a letter from an army officer at 
Los Angeles, Cal., which may be the expla- 
nation of the craze. The writer says that 
an Indian, Johnson Sides, came to him nearly 
a year ago and explained how he had learned 
the Bible and was going out among the tribes 
to preach Christianity. His views were 
much like those now causing all the trouble. 


Southern Tribes Affected. 


LAWRENCE, Kan., Nov. 2}.—John Abner, a 
Cheyenne Indian, who arrived at Haskell In- 
stitute from the Cheyenne and Arapahoes 
reservation in the Indian Territory, says that 


the Messiah craze has taken hold of the In- 
dians down there, andthat they are arming 
themselves and becoming very restiess. A 
Sioux Indian, acting as a missionary, has 
come fromthe North to preach the new re- 
ligion to the Southern tribes. He preaches to 
them that anyone who does not believe in the 
new religion will be destroyed, and in this 
manner he o works upon the imagination 
of these superstitious people that they fail 
prostrate to the ground, and while lying there 
the missionary pretends to cast some spell on 
them, and when they arise they declare they 
have seen the new Christ and at once join in 
the ghost dance, which they keep up until 
exhausted. This new religion has also spread 
to the Kiowas, Commanches and Apaches, 
Whose reservation adjoins the Cheyennes and 
Arapaboes on the south,and the different 
tribes all join in holding the ghost dances,and 
are rapidiy becoming more restiess and des- 

rate as the time for the coming of the new 

essiah, who is to lead them to victory,draws 
near. 


The Redskins at Pine Ridge.

Few outside 

of Wall street realize the pressure that has 

been brought to bear ona number of the 

smaller firms, and last week would have seen 

a score of failures, had it not been the policy 

of bankers and brokers alike to prevent any- 
thing of the kind. 

SUPPORT WITHDRAWN. 

The weak firms have been sustained and 
their failure prevented by timely assistance 
given by those who were interested in pre- 
venting large amounts of stock being thrown 
upon the market. In many instances this as- 
sistance was given directly by brokers, but in 
the majority of cases the banks have held up 
the week grms. When notes secured by stock 
coliateral became due and borrowers were up- 
able to meet them, the banks agreed to con- 
tinue the loans rather than sell the collateral 
and thus increase the panic. In this manner 
many firms that arereally insolvent have 
been kept on their feet. Now that 
prices hove advanced, and there is no longer 
any general apprehension ofa disastrous de- 
cline in prices, this accommodation has been 
withdrawn, the brokers are being pressed 
for the money which they have 
borrowed, and while the rise in 


stocks will clear the banks, 
there will de a number of houses whose re- 


sources have been entirely exhausted. Money 


whl not be easy for some time to come. 
FAILURES PREDICTED. 

The pressure on the stock market bas been 
—— ee but this result has been accom- 
plished at the expense of the commercial 
classes, to whom loans have been refused in 
order that stock dealers might be accommo- 
dated. These men are now calling for money 
and asa matter of justice the bankers have 
decided to accommodate them. This with-

The Man Crushed by a Train on 
Gasconade Street Believed to 
Have Been Murdered for 
Money. 


Mrs. Anna Huemmert, Whe Lives Near the 

„ Piace Where the Bedy Was Found, 
Heard Plack’s Cries and Saw Two Men 
Running Away From the Spet Where His 
Mangled Remains Were Discovered—The 
Bedy Supposed te Have Been Thrown 
Right in Frontef a Train te Convey the 
Impression That Death Was Accidental— 
Mre, Huemmert's Stery—Aneother Mys- 
tery fer the Pelice to Solve. 


Evidence has come to light which strongly 
indicates that Ferd Piack, who was found 
dead on the Iron Mountain Rallroad tracks at 
Gasconade street, last Monday, was foully 
murdered and then thrown in front of a train 
to cause the impression that his death was 
due to an accident. 

The beay was horribly mutilated and when 
it was taken tothe Morgue no one doubted 
that poor Plack was the victim of an accident. 
The inquest was hela by the Coroner and the 
testimony adduced went to support the theory 
that Piack, while under the influence of drink, 
had been struck by a locomotive and crushed 
under the wheels as a result of his own fool- 
hardiness in walking on the track im an 
Intoxicated state. The witnesses examined 
were chiefly railroad men connected with the 
train that struck the deceased. A verdict of 
accidental death was returned, and as such 
cases are not uncommon in the Coroner’s of- 
fice no particular Importance was attached to 
that in which Plack was recorded asthe vie- 
tim. 

A few days after the inquest nad been closed 
and the body consigned to its last resting 
piace, Mike Dinan, — detective in 


the employ of the Iron Mountain Co. ap- 
peared atthe Four Courts and began making 
inquiries concerning the case. He reed over 
the testimony, made some notes in a memor- 
andum book, looked mysterious,as detectives 
would do when they are pursuing an investi- 
gation ofthis kind, and asked a number of 
questions in the Coroner’s offiee. Among 
other matters he asked particular- 
ly as to the articles found in 
Piack’s possession when his mangied body 
was picked up and carried te the Morgue. 
When Mr. Dinan was asked if he suspected 
foul play de answered in the affirmative. He 
says that Piack had bis salary in ais posses- 
sion oaly ashort time before his death and 
thatthis wae missing when he was found. 
Again he dad been informed by a woman liv- 
ingtnear the spot where the body was discov- 
ered that she had heard cries for help and 
sawtwo men running away from the spot 
where the body lay just before the 
train came thundering along. These 
facts convinced him that a murder had been 
committed, and that the metive ef the 
murderers was 121 It is on this line 
that the investigation is now being earnestly 
made. The statement of the woman very 
pointedly indicates that Plack was rendered 
unconscious or mayhaps killea before he was 
thrown under the wheels of the locomotive. 


WAS IT MURDER? 

A thorough Isavestigation made by a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter this morning of events pre- 
ceeding the death of Black brings 
forth evidence which indicates very 
1 that he was murdered and then 
placed on the track by bis murderers. Rail- 
road men and engineers know that when «a 
living man is run inte by an engine he 
ie thrown from the track, the muss- 
eular contraction of his body offer- 
ing a solid resistance to the blow 
ofthe cow-catcher, and, as a consequence, 
is knocked aside. The body of a dead man, 
limp and lifeless on the track, invariably gets 
under the cow-catcher and is ground to pieces 
by the wheels of the engine. Black's body 
was torn and mangled beyond all resemblance 
to the human form. is head and arms 
were severed and is clothing was tors 
toshreds. Michael Dulon, Assistant Road 
masterofthe Iron Mountain, between &t. 
Louls and Jefferson Barracks, noted these 
facts, and several days after the inquest was 
bela, and a verdict of accident rendered, 
heard * story to the effect that 
two men were seen running away 
from the spot where Black was run over. He 
reported what be heard to Mr. D. Hardy, 
Superintendent at DeSote. A Post- DISPATCH 
reporter learping ef the contemplated 
investigation by the ratlroad officials 
anticipated them this morning and, 
from the information gleased, @another 
mysterious murder will probably be credited 
to the picturesque bluffe and secret quarry 
caves of Carondelet. The marmagied remains 
of Black were found about 200 feet north of the 
Gasconade crossing, which is about two 
blocks north of the Work-house. It 
is the least of the many isolated 
places in the nelghborhood, as a number ef 
equatters’ homes lte the river dank at this 
point between the railroad track and the 
water’sedge. Black was a stone-dresser and 
worked in Martin Lorenz's quarry up to the 
Friday before bis death. © was a good 
workman when sober and during the year he 
worked for Lereag earned good wages. 

„He would work when sober,’’ Mr. Lorens 
sald this. morning, but wae no good when 
drunk. He bad only himself to take care of 
and boarded near here with some oid folks. 
He owed them some board and I promised te 
keep it out of his pay. The Sunday de- 
fore he was killed 1 tgave him 
$5, and when Tuesday came sround I gave 
him $0.50 more, keeping $]0.50 out of the two 
weeks’ wages, as I pay only every two weeks.

The Testimeny Elicited To-Day at Unien, 
Me. 


Union, Mo., Nov. 2%.—The trial of Paul J. 
McBride, son of Attorney J. J. McBride, 
charged with the murder of ex- 
Fireman Frank Loftus, is now 
in progress in this city, having been brought 
here on a change of venue from St. Louis, and 
is attracting much interest. The greater part 
of yesterday was spent in selecting 
~ jury. This work was completed 


this morning oe the trial formality opened. 
The jury is as follows: F. M. Weirioh, F. X. 
Bordot. P. T. Jennings, Jas. N. 
Corbina Baker, Scott oman, R. Trant- 
weir, Eli Parks, R. 8. Bagby, Jas. 
Moore, George Smith and Jobn Center. 
The entiretwelve men are all reliable farm- 
ers. The State is — Ashley O. 
Clover and C. Orrick Bishop of 8t. Louis, 
assisted by C. F. Gallenkamp, FProse- 
cuting - Attorney of this county. 
The defense is ied by Marshali : 
McDonald of St. Louis assisted by Mesers. 
Lowe and Maupin, local attorneys of Union. 
The rst witness called was Dr. Frank, x- 
Lowis, who testified as to 
the cause of death. Dr. J. M. 
Grant, senior assistant physician in 
the City Hespital,next testifying as to time of 
death after the shooting. 

Thos, Feban,driver of a patrol wagon, testi- 
fied that Loftus was his son-in-law and had 
six children. He seemed very reluctant to 
testify in the State’s favor, but 
was considerably unnerved and de- 
came rattied when McDonald, for the 
defense made him confess that Loftus was 
discharged from the Fire Department on ac- 
count of insufficient attention to his family 
and cruelty to his wife. 

FEHAN’S ADMISSIONS. 

Here it wasjbrought out that Fehan,accom- 
panied by his daughter, went to the Oity 
authorities and swore out a warrant for the 
arrest of Loftus, his son-in-law, for wife- 
beating just previous to the shooting. 

Thomas Conlon, a policeman, testified as to 
the manner of arrest of McBride, which oc- 
curred on the corner near where the shooting 
occurred, and also as to the bad character of 
the saloon and rooms above, stating that it 
bad been raided by him and other officers 
many times fer craps shooting, etc. 

Patrolman Anthony Heer told how and 
when he beard the pistol shot and rau over 
across the street frem the rear of the fire 
engine house, picked up Lot- 
tus, called patrol wagon and bad him 
taken to the City Dispensary. 

AN IMPORTANT WITKESS. 

The most important witness was Martin E. 
Maloney, keeper of the saloon in which the 
disturbance occurred. His testimony is as 
follows: 

„Judge J. J. McBride and hie son came into 
my place about 8:80 p. m. and called 
for whisky. They were intoxicated. 
Bhortiy afterwards Frank Loftus, an old 
friend of mine, came in and walked to the 
back of saloon where McBride and son were 
standing looking at some pictures on the 
wall of celebrated race horses. 
Frank called for 5 small beer 
and started out after drinking, but 
when near the door Icalled him back and 
sald, take acigar with me aud be did. Then 
I went and waited on a couple other men and 
the nextthing Iisaw was ftus had young 
McBride bythe coat lapels and struggling 
with him alnst the bar with McBride’s 
back to the counter. I went to them 
immediately and pushed Frank away,backing 
bim out the door on the sidewalk. I was hold- 
ing and reasoning with Loftus when the shot 
was fired, which excited me sol aid 
not recollect what had taken place 
and what was going on then. 
Moloney pleaded a deficient memory 
during the cross-examination by Attorney 
McDorald for the defence. Several times the 
court commanded bim to consider questions. 
He was on the stand until this afternoon 
when a recess was taken.

An Investigation Proves the Truth 
of Bertha Miller’s Alibi. 


There Are Missing Lieks in the Chain of 
Rvidence—Centradictory Statements and 
Facts in the Case of the Negrees-—Trac- 
feg Stanley Hendrick’s Career Prior to 
the Murder ef Amos J. Stillwell—Acress 
the Trail of Another Bloody Tragedy. 


Stanley Kendrick was positively identified by 
Mrs. Morgan to-day as the man to whom Ber- 
tha Miller talked and the man she (Mrs. Mor- 
gan) referred to in her former statement. 

Kendrick and Mrs. Morgan were brought to- 
gether in the office of Chief of Police Harri- 
gan. When Mrs. Morgan arrived she was 
given a seat in the Chief’s office, and he sent 
down stairs for Kendrick, whose coming was 
awaited with interest. Mrs. Morgan seemed 
perfectiy calm, and seemed to have no 
anxiety whatever about facing the 
man she had charged with a _ crime. 
As be entered the door she looked at dim. 
moved somewhat restiessiy and nodded her 
head as if to intimate that that was the man. 
She looked at him long and hard. Kendrick 
gianced at her, then turned his eyes on the 
chief. He did not know her, and it was evi- 
dent that ne was not aware ef the purpose of 
her presence. There were others in the room, 
80 she did not attract particular attention.

KNEW HIM AT ONCE. 

Afterwards she sald: ‘‘Ii knew him as soon 
asl put my eres on him. Pam sure it is the 
man for I looked at him very carefully when 
he was talking to Bertha. Preyious to see- 
ing Kendrick Mrs. Morgan had given a de- 
scriptien of Kendrick which fitted him accur- 
ately, and she was 80 positive in her ideatifi- 
cation that she would admit of no doubt. 

The alibi claimed by Bertha Miller has been 
establisned without doubt, which leads the 
case into circumetances newly complicated. 
The records of the court at Canton. where 
she was convicted, have been examined and 
also the record of the jail at Monticello. She 
and Eliza Shelton, another negress, were ar- 
rested on Dec. . ° Canton, 
charged with stealing a pair of over- 
shoes valued at 70 cents. They 
weretried that day and sentenced to pay 
fines and serve terms of imprisonment. They 
served out the sentence and Bertha Miller was 
not released until Jan. 29, 1889, which fuliy 
covers the period ot the murder and proves 
beyond a doubt that it was impossible for her 
to be implicated in it. The man who said that 
he had obtained confessions from Bertha 
Miller and Esther Dick was seen 
to-day, and his statement with regard 
to Bertha Miller was not so clear, though he 
was positive of Esther Dick’s admissions. 
The fact that Esther Dick first denied know- 
ing either Stanley Kendrick or Bertha Miller. 
and afterwards admitted that she knew them 
both, speaks strangely for her purpose in the 
affair. As for Stanley Christopher, whose 
name has been mentioned in con- 
nection with Stanley Kendrick, there 
is wo charge nor suspicion against him. 
Isaac Christopher, who lives at Douglass- 
ville, says his son, Stanley Christopher, left 
Hannibal in July, 1888, six monte before the 
murder, and as far as he knows has not been 
back since. 

Stanley Kendrick, the prisoner, said he was 
employed in Frankie Black's house in Lincoln 
Neb.,in Dec. ,1888. This would if substantiated 
prove a pefect alibi for him. 

One peculiar feature of the case is that Ken- 
drick, when placed under arrest at Peoria, 
first denied that he bad ever been in Han- 
nibal He hassince admitted that he lived 
there in 1884. Another point was that Mrs. 
Morgan stated that on last Friday, twenty- 
four hours before the arrest, Esther Dick 
came to her and asked to write 
Bertha Miller, in Hannibal, telling Bertba 
that Stanley Kesdrick was in Peoria. 
The contradiction between Bertha Miller and 
Esther Dick, when questioned as to their ac- 
quaintance, furnished another pointto work 
on. While Esther denied ever knowing Ber- 
tha when questioned in St. Louis, Bertha, in 
answer to questioas in Hannibal, admitted 
that she knew Esther Dick, alias Scott. 

As far as Sam Rhodes is concerned it must 
be said in justice to him that he bears a very 
good reputation. He even now has the fullest 
confidence of his employer and those who 
bave known him during the past ten years. 

STATEMENTS NOT WELL SUPPORTED. 

Another statement which should be given 

ublicity in this connection as ear- 
ag to some extent on the case 
is that of Dr. ° O. Hearne, 
who in a published imterview denies that he 
ever treated Stanley Kendrick, and says that 
he is positive that if he had ever treated him 
as revortead he would now recall the fact. 
Kendrick likewise denies this, establishingithe 
fact that this report going tojprove Kendrick’s 
presence in Hannibal is not well founded. 

Bertha Miller’s alibi was another stumbling 
block encountered to-dayin taking up the 
complicated case. She ciaimed that on the 
night of the murder, Dec. 2, 1888, she 
was a prisoner in the Monticello jail, 
This is now established beyond question and 
as she was convicted on the same evidence 
which convicted Esther Dick, she is entitled 
to fall credit for innocence, unless some 
stronger testimony is produced than has so 
far been offered. Rhodes’ innocence is estan- 
lished beyond doubt, but against ali this came 
the positive identifiction of Kendrick by Mrs. 
Morgan to-day. The caseis becoming more 
and more complicated. 

Mrs. Morgan to-day repeated the statement 
she previousiy made, with the addition that 
on Friday las Esther Diek came to her and 
asked her to write and tell Bertha Miller that 
Stanley was ia Peoria, Dut was coming to St. 
Louis with a roll of money. On Friday the 
detectives did not know that Stan! was in 
Peoria, and they did not learn it until s everal 
hours later. It Esther Dick knew it, as Mrs. 
Morgan says, it must have been through di- 
rect communication with Kendrick. 

It was learned to-day that Mr. Charles M. 
Napton had been retained in Kenrick’s behalt, 
but when be was spoken to about it he de- 
clined to discuss elther the case or his connec- 
tion with it. 

Mrs Morgen positively identifies Stan- 
ley Kendrick and all attempts to break her 
down or make her vary from her statement.

Trail ef Another Tragedy. 


LINCOLN, Neb., Nov. 2%.—Kendrick was 
employed atthe Clark House and left there in 
the latter part of 1888. He is known here as a 
tough.

Near the 
close of 1888 a tragedy occurred in 
the house, which was known as Big Five.’’ 
A young Swede named Eric Ericson, son of a 
farmer living eight miles north of Lincoln, 
was stabbed in a vital part of the groin while 
a visitor at the house.

The good people of this city doubtless 
read with amazement and horror the 
SunpDaY Post-Dispatcn’s interview with, 
Principal Sotpan of the High School, in 
which he calmly pronounced the high 
school building ‘‘entirely unfit for its 
purposes and dangerous—dangerous to 
health and life.” J 

Summarized briefly, Principal SOLDAN’s 
indictment of the high school building in- 
cludes the charge that the accommoda- 
tions are insufficient, having 455 pupils 
and a capacity for not more than 300; that 
in consequence of this overcrowding, 
classes must be held in the basement—six 
feet below the street level—in the corridors 
and in the laboratory where fumes of 
chemicals must be breathed by students; 
that the health of girls at the most deli- 
cate period of their lives is endangered by 
their being compelled to goup and down 
stairs five times a day. It includes the 
statement that the stairway is actually 
unsafe and from its size and the over- 
crowded condition of the building would 
present a terrible element of danger in 
case of fire. No argument is needed to 
prove the general unhealthful, uncom- 
fortable and obstructive conditions dris- 
ing from the crowding of 455 pupils intoa 
building whose capacity 300 would strain. 

Under these circumstances the dawdling 
of school boards over the question of pro- 
viding suitable accommodations for the 
High School is nothing less than criminal 
negligence. The endangering of the 
health of the youth of the city in ac 
quiring a public school education is un- 
bearable. The High School question has 
become of paramount importance, de- 


manding immediate attention.

THE HOME RULE QUANDARY. 


The contradictory rumors about Par-

The Mysterious Murder of Banker 
H. C. Mead Cleared Up! 


Arrest of Tod Pryor, the Night 
Watchman of the Bank. 


Strong Evidence Secured by the Autherities 
Against Pryor, Whe ils Charged With 
Beis Use of the Principals in the Trag- 
edy—Other Arrests te Be Made—Sensa- 
tional Testimeny in the. Trial ef Mrs. 
McCabe, Charged With the Murder of 
Judge Max Stein—Mrs. Marsten’s Sen- 
ia-Law Charged With Her Murder—An 
Heiress in Jail—The Criminal Calendar.

Wavupaca, Wis., Nov. 25.—For the last eight 
years the murder of Banker H. O. Mead has 
been enveloped in mystery. There are indica- 
tions now that the guilty parties will be 
brought to justice. The Waupaca’ County 
Board recently offered a reward of $2,000 for 
the arrest and conviction of the murderers, 
and the $500 reward offered at the time og the 
murder has remained in force ever since. 
Tod Pryor, who was night watchman at the 
bank when the venerable banker met bis 
death, ie now in jail here. He was arrested 
on a warrant charging him with the murder 
of Mead. He was suspected at the time of 
the murder, but not enough evidence 
to warrant his arrost could be 
obtained. Detectives, however, kept a close 
watch on bim and nowclaim that enough 
evidence has developed te insure his convio- 
tion. The murder of Banker Mead caused a 
tremendous sensation, not only in Waupaca 
County, but throughout the State. Big rewards 
were offered and private detectives employed 
besides the lecal officers, but the murderers 
left not the slightest, clew to their identity. 
After amonth’s work the detectives caused 
the arrest of one, Vandecar. He was tried 
and acquitted through lack of evidence. Later 
a convict in Waupun made an alleged confes- 
sion, but it was found to be untrue. Then came 
the triai of the Currens of Stevens Point for 
the murder of Willis Hazeltine. It was al- 
leged at that time that ‘‘Buckskin Jaek’’ 
Riley killed Mead, that Henry Curran was 
connected with the affair, that John VUurran 
got rid ofthe stolen bonds at Waverly, Io., 
and that Riley was shot to death in the 
Stevens Point Jail to cover up the crime.

The McCabe Murder Trial.

Settlement of Differences Between the Com- 
missioners aud Local Directory.

CHicaGco, III., Nov. 25.—Peter Mueller, an 
old man reputed to be worth three-quarters 
ofa million, wae yesterday sent te the Kride- 
well for sixty days for begging on the streets. 
For many years Mueller and his wife lived in 
a miserable hovel on the banks of the Illinois 
and Michigan Canal, in the Township of 
Cicero.

Mueller and his wife protested that 
they had no money. Then the robbers by tne 
most horrolble tortures sought to draw from 
them the secret ot the hiding piace of the 
treasure, but in vain. The next day the 
Muellers were iound aimost dead by 
neighbors. Their feet were terribly burned 
and their bodies covered with bruises 
and cuts inflicted by the miscreante. 
Mueller for several years past has made a 
practice of begging on the streets and about a 
year ago was locked upone night. Next morn- 
ing the Justice, moved to compassion by the 
old man’s pang tale, discharged him trom 
custody. hen Mueller returned to his mis- 
erable home he found the dead body of his 
wife hanging to araiter. It is sunposed she 
had worried so over her bhusband’s absence— 
the first time during their married life—that 
in a moment of great despondency she had 
taken her own life. Since then Mueller has 
lived all alone in the shanty, making no 
changes in his mode of living, Sunday he 
made such a nuisance of himself bexging in 
front of St. Francis’ Church that an efficer 
arrested him.

An Unacceuntable Sheriage Contracted 
During. the Villard Kegime—Meeting of 
the Wabash Stockholdrs To-Day—Strik- 
ers Arrested in Chicage—Jay Gould ana 
Postmaster Wanamaker—A Western 
Railroad Alliance. 


SEATTLE, Wasb., Nov. 8. — The organiza- 
tion ot the Oregon Improvement Go. has been 
completed. Resident Manager McNeil has 
issued a cireuiar announcing a number of 
changes in the heads of the departments. He 
showed genuine surprise when informed of 
the reported application for receivership. He 
simply said: ‘‘I don’t know anything about it 
and bave nothing to say about it.“ 

From another well-informed quarter it was 
learned that the troubles date back to the 
close of Villard’s management of the com- 
pany. When he left the company there was & 
floating debt of several millions, the existence 
of which could not be explained. This 
debt has never been cleared off. When the 
fitst mortgage on the property was issued 
bonds were not immediately sold, but were 
hypothecated to raise money, and the com- 
pany was on the verge of defaulting in pay- 
ment of the money aud going into the hands 
of areceiver. The second mortgage for $15,- 
000,000 was given lastspringand bonds were 
issued, the proceéds to be used in building 
the Port Townsend Southern Kailroad from 
Port Townsend to Olympia, the Seattle & 
Northern Ralltoad from Anacortes to Hamil- 
ton and the büllding of the Olympia & Che- 
halis Valley road, which runs from” Olympia 
to Tenino. The last-named road was to form 
a part of the Port Townsend Southern, which 
it was proposed to finally extend to Portland. 
These bonds were never sold, but were 
bypothecated in the same way as. 
the firet issue. The loans 
are now falling due, and are understood to be 

the cause of the trouble. The Seattle Nageh- 
ern road has been bullt within three miles of 
Hamilton on the Skagit River, where exten- 
sive coal mines are being developed by the 
Cumberland Coal Co. The track daying has 
been stopped at that point for no apparent 
reason except to prevent Hamilton coal from 
being brought to marketand competing with 
the Oregon Improvement Co.’s coal. The 
Port Townsend Southern road is in 
operation from Port Townsend to Hecker 
Lane, twenty miles distant, and is under con- 
struction to Tulicene, twenty miles further. 
A road bas been built from Olympia aleng the 
shore of Budd’s iniet to Deep Water, four 
miles distant, and wharves been built at that 
point for sea-@oing vessels. The en- 
tire line has been located from 
Olympia to Port Townsend, a 


distance of 105 miles. While the sections 
through whieh the road runs are rich in vari- 
ous resources, they are only slightly devel- 
oped and could not be expected to afford 
business enough to pay expenses for several 
years. Large bonuses were given the com- 
pany by citizens of Pert Townsend and Olym- 
Pla, but would be soon swallowed up as the 
cost of construction of railroads through tim- 
bered country is heavy. The Oregon Im- 
provement Oo. owns and operates the 
coal mines at Franklin and New Castle, and in 
Coos Bay, Ore., which are sald to be profita- 
bie. The coal is brought from Franklin and 
New Castie to Seattle by the Columbia & 
Puget Sound Narrow Gauge road, 
loaded from large bunkers

The Straggle of the Tewn Beard of Kirk- 
wood Against the Proposed Negre Cel- 
lege—Detailse of the Caires bemtsary 
Purchase—A Scene in an Elevator 
Clesing of a Bitter Fight. 


This morning at 10 o’clock the now cele- 
braved case of the people of Kirkwood against 
the Bridgewater Manual Training School for 
Negro Children, a corporation struggling for 
a Cuarter to establish a colored schoo! at Kirk- 
wood, was transferred to St. Louie, and the tak- 
ing of testimony of the proprietors of the schoo! 
relative to their ability and honesty of inten- 
tion to maintain such an institution was be- 
gun before Referee Moclibenay in the office of 
Judge G. I. Davie, attorney forthe proposed 
corporation, at 517% Chestnut street. 

The proceedings were caused by the de- 
murrer of the Town Board ef Kirkwoed 
against the petition for incorporation of the 
Bridgewater school, and the efforts of the 
Kirkwood people to prevent the establishment 
ot a negro school in their pretty and aristo- 
cratic little village have already stirred mat- 
ters up to a white heat between the two fac- 
tions, and have created a decided sensation 
among all the euburban residents of that 
beautiful country adjacent to St. Louis.

MR. GLADSTONE’S AX. 


A PRECIOUS MEMENTO OF THE STATESMAN 
SECURED BY EUGENE FIELD. 


How the Journalist Plaamed to Get a Sou- 
venir of the Grand Old Man’’—The 
Latid’ Verse en the Ax—Chips of the 
Blarney Stone—A German Wedding Ring 
—Incidénts of Mr. Field’s Visit te Eu- 
rope“ 


New Tonk, Nov. 2.—On a leather seat in 
the office of the Sturtevant House yesterday 
afternoon sat aman with an ax balanced 
upon his knees. Now and then he lifted the 
ax, handling it awkwardiy, and placed it 
upon his knee as though it was glass. The 
man was tall and raw-boned and his clothes 
fitted him uneasily. His face was angular 
and capable of great changes of expression. 
His eyes were large and gray and deep set in 
his head. He was Eugene Field, newspaper 
man, poet and bumorist. His speech was 
rapid and easy and his manner was of- 
hand,“ as they say out West. He bad just 
returned from six months of European travel 
and seemed glad to be back.

I 
could net think of any way and I was in 
despair. Finally Itold a friend of mine in 
London about it. Hesaid: ‘I can help you. 
Write me a letter telling me how much you 
think of Mr. Gladstone and bow you would 
like to get a memento.” I wrote him the let- 
ter and was attacked with the grippe. Well, 
one day when lI wasin the throes a package 
came—a queer looking package. When I 
opened it there was this ax. I could not de- 


lieve it was genuine. 680 I wrote tomy 
friend and he sent me the story with the cor- 
respendence. 

THE sTORY. 

He bad written toa friend of his and also 
of Gladstone’s—Prof. Oscar Browning of 
King’s College, Cambridge. Prof. Browning 
wrote to Gladstone aud in due time received 
thie ax. He forwarded it tome with a bit of 
latin verse that Andrew Lang afterward vers!- 
fied in English. A (literal translation would be 
something Ike this: 


| Across the ocean goes this ax,a symbol not of war, 


but of peace; 
May it hew down ‘the brush of discerd and stand for- 
ever, asasign ef peace between brothers. 


Then I sent Mr. Gladstone this verse: 


Where virtaes wax 
Fhall go this ax; 
A sign of pax 

And not of Bellum. 


Should Wrongs arise, 

As tempus flies, 

Why Gladstone, wise, 
Is bound to fell em. 


»The old man wrote mea letter of thanks 
and modest deprecation. I’m going to have 
the Latin inscribed 4 — a silver plate, and 
have the plate fastened to the handle. 

This rem arkable ax which Mr. Field brings 
to these shores, to be kept in Chicago, is of 

reat weight. The blade is rusty and the edge 
sdull. The heel is chipped. The bandie bas 
many dentsin it. Mr. Field regards his prize 
with eyes full of tender pride. 

**Just think,’’ be sald, ‘‘this blade has cut 
deep into many a tree at Hawarden and the 
wielder is the man who stands first in Esglian 

olitics. A man with asensatiooal play in 

ondon offered me by letter 100 for the ax. 
He said he was a woodsman in one scene and 
attempted to murder the villain with an-ax. 
He thought this particular ax would de a 
great drawing card.’’ 
OTHER THINGS FOR CHICAGO. 

But Mr. Field did other things for Chicago 
besides securing this ax. He brings a chip of 
the biarney stone and a bit of the stone over 
Father Prout’s grave 

No, said Mr. Field; „1 did not kiss the 
Blarney stone, but 1 had a hard time getting 
this chip. Ltold a friend of mine who was 
traveling in Ireland that I wanted a chip.

FORTY YFARS IN THE THEATRICAL BUSI- 
NESS WITHOUT A SINGLE ACCIDENT. 


Creased the Ocean Twenty-Five Times and 
Traveled im Almest Every OCceustry—Be- 
lessy Hiralfy Something of a Cosmepe!l- 
itan — Childheed Rem igiscences—Inter- 
esting Recollections uf a Successful The- 
atrical Manager. 


Mr. Bolossy Kiralfy is stil a yousg man, only 
42, but there are few people, yousg er old, 
who have traveled more or seen more of the 
world than he has. His public career began 
in 1850, when he was only 2% years old, and he 
bas been on the stage or on the read ever 
since. “‘I was still in dresses, he said this 
morning in relating some of his experiences 
to a Post-DisPaTce reporter, wuen I first 
danced with my brother in pablic, and while 
still children, we made a three years’ tour of 


Italy, appearing in every city and large town 


from Venice and Mllas to Naples. Afterwards I 
spent a great deal of time in Milan, for that is 
the greatest ballet city in the world. We 
traveled also through a large portion of Ger- 
many and the German portions of Austria, as 
well as in my own country, Hungary, and 
then farther East as far as Constantinople. It 
was during those years of childhood that we 
first met Maxamillian, afterwards Emperor of 
Austria. He was received with great en- 
thusiasm by the people of Palo, on the 
Adriatic Sea, and my brother and myself 
danced before him. Iremember that he took 
us both up in his arms and walked down 
through the crowd with us. 
BEFORE CAROLINA AUGUSTA. 

**Another very pleasant recollection of my 
childhood was in the fifties at Salzburg, where 
we dan before Carolina Augusta, the 
mother ofthe present Emperor of Austria. 
She was so much pleased with us that she said 


she would grant us any personal favor we 
might ask her, and whon we asked that we be 
exempted from military duty the favor was 
granted, so neither of us ever served in the 
Hungarian or Austrian army. I bave danced 
beiore nearly all the crowned heads of Europe 
and any number of Crown Princes and Prin- 
cesses, but i still remember most pleasantly 
of all our meeting with Carolina Augusta at 
her chateau near Saizburg.’’ 

‘*You are quite a linguist now, I suppose?’’ 

Well. Lought to know a few languages, at 
least, as I have lived about everywhere in 
Europe. Besides Italy, Turkey, Buigaria aud 
Roumanta, where I spent most ef my youth, I 
have lived three yours in Paris, five years in 
London, one in Berlin, and several altogetber 
in Vienna, having resided there two or three 
times. I first came to this country in 1869,and 
have made this my dome for twenty-one 
years, but have bees back to Europe a dozen 
times—yes, it is just a dozen times, for I have 
crossed the ocean twenty-five times.

CHINESE IMMIGKATION. 


The Joint Congressional Investigation Com- 
mittee at Spokane Falls. 


SPOKAFE Fabs, Wash., Nov. 25.—The Joint 
Congressional Committee on Immigration, 
consisting of Senator Squire of Washington 
and Kepresentatives Lehibach and Stump of 
Maryland, held three sessions here yesterday 
and took testimony reiative to Chinese and 
Immigration generally. Two special customs 


inspectors, patreliing the international 
boundary in Stevens and Okanogan 
Counties, testified that Chinese are 
being constantly smuggled across the border. 
They are helped by Chinamen on the Colville 
Indian reservation who have married squaws. 
Owing tothe length and wildness of the border 
the inspectors can only watch leading trale 
and passes and the Chinese easily ovade them. 
They recommended the establishment of two 
or three stations in remote regions where the 
inspectors cannot veauture now for lack of 
nupplies, and an act requiring the Chinese 
here now to take out certificates so that here- 
alter they can be distinguised from smuggled 
Chinamen.
